Baron Von Plessen, the German min- 


ister, received instructions yesterday 
to join the other ministers here in me- 
diating between Turkey and Greece, 
and M. Onou, the Russian minister, 
presented to the Greek ministry the 
note of the powers, which was as fol- 
lows: 


"The representatives

France, 


Italy, Great feritain, Germany

Austria charge M. Onou, the represen- 
tative of Russia and the doyen of the 
diplomatic corps, to declare in the name 
of their respective governments that 
the powers are ready to offer mediation 
with the view to obtain an armistice 
and smooth the difficulties actually ex- 
isting between Greece and Turkey, on 
condition that the Hellenic govern- 
ment declares that it will proceed to 
recall its troops from Crete, adhere for- 
mally to autonomy for Crete, and ac- 
cept unreservedly the counsels which 
the powers may give in the interests of 
peace." 


The reply of the Greek government

Athens,

12. — Tho 
diplomatic 
pourparlers have been brought to a 
definite conclusion. 
Greece has for­ 
mally adhered to the preliminaries of 
peace as agreed upon between the pow­ 
ers, and the heads of the different le­ 
gations have received positive assur­ 
ances, investing them with authority 
to treat with Turkey. The negotiations 
at Athena are regarded as concluded. 


Greece having accepted mediation, 
the ambassadors of the powers at Con­ 
stantinople have been instructed to 
approach the Turkish government with 
the view of ascertaining upon what 
conditions Turkey will agree to de­ 
clare peace. 


Baron Von Plessen, tho German min­ 
ister, received instructions yesterday 
to join the other ministers here in me- 


j diating between Turkey and Greece, 
and M. Onou, the Russian minister, 
presented to the Greek ministry the 
note of the powers, which was as fol­ 
lows: 


“The 
representatives 
of 
France, 
Italy, Great Britain, 
Germany 
and 
Austria charge M. Onou, the represen­ 
tative of Russia and the doyen of the 
diplomatic corps, to declare In the name 
of their respective governments that 
the powers arc ready to offer mediation 
with the view to obtain an armistice 
and smooth the difficulties actually ex­ 
isting between Greece and Turkey, on 
condition that tho Hellenic govern­ 
ment declares that it will proceed to 
recall Its troops from Crete, adhere for­ 
mally to autonomy for Crete, and ac­ 
cept unreservedly the counsels which 
the powers may give in the interests of 
peace.” 


The reply of the Greek government 
was as follows: 


“The royal government, In taking the 
note and declaration of the Russian 
representative, acting in the name of 
the ministers of the powei'S, declares 
that it will proceed to recall the royal 
troops from Crete, adheres formally to 
autonomy for Crete and confides the 
Interests of Greece to the hands of the 
powers.” 


As soon as the reply of Greece to the 
note of the powers was handed to the 
representatives of the powers the lat­ 
ter telegraphed the Greek decision to 
the representatives of the powers at 
Constantinople, with the request that 
they obtain an armistice with the view 
of arranging for permanent peace. 


There is a sense of relief in Athens 
at the prospect of an immediate end to 
the calamitous war. There is no ex­ 
citement and no popular demonstra­ 
tion is anticipated. The government 
has notified the Greek army of the me­ 
diation of the powers.

The F ifU Lighthouses. 


Lieutenant John M. Ellicott, U. S. 
N., writes for St. Nicholas, a paper on 
lighthouses, entitled: 
“ Ihe Lights 
That Guide in the Night.” Lieutenant 
Ellicott says: 


When ships are sailing upon the 
ocean the lights of heaven are their 
guides. 
Even in the dark ages, when 
the compass and sextant were un­ 
known instruments, the seemingly mo­ 
tionless polo star hung like a beacon 
light in the rorthern heavens, and the 
rising and setting of the sun and stars 
distinguished the east from the west. 
When, however, ships come near the 
land the lights of heaven ore not suffi­ 
cient safely to guide them. 
Rocks lie 
in their imths unseen in the n ig h t; 
reefs and shoals spread under the 
water; 
while unsuspected currents 
sweep the frail craft all blindly ux)on 
these dangers. 


Nevertheless, ships were sailed along 
dangerous coasts for centuries before 
a plain system of marking dangerous 
places was invented. 
The early ma­ 
riners were bold and reckless rovers, 
more than half pirates, who seldom 
owned a rood of the coasts along which 
they sailed, and could not have estab­ 
lished lights and landmarks on them 
had they cared to do so. The rudo be­ 
ginning, then, of a system of light­ 
houses was when tho merchants with 
whom the reckless mariners traded in 
those dark ages built beacons near the 
harbor mouths to guide the ships into 
port by day, and lighted fires for their 
guidance at night. 
As such a hurbor- 
guide had to bo a sure landmark in tho 
daytime and a light by night, it soon 
took on a settled shape—a tower on 
which could bo built a fire; and such 
a tower was usually built of stone. 


This method of guiding ships into 
tho ports which they sought was 
scarcely established 
before human 
wickedness used it as a means for their 
destruction. 
Bauds of robbers, or, as 
they came to be called, “ wreckers,” 
would hide themselves somewhere near 
tho haven sought by a richly laden 
vessel, and after overpowering the fire* 
keepers would extinguish the beacon- 
firo on the night on which the ship 
was expected, 
Then they would light 
another fire near some treacherous 
reef. 
The mariner, sailing boldly to­ 
wards the false light, would dash his 
vessel to destruction on the reef, 
whereupon tho robber band would 
plunder the wreck and make off with 
.the booty,

pointment was so great. Ihe woman 
wiped with her grimy hand a face that 
already showed the traces of tears. 
She sobbed painfully. 


"I suppose 1 ought to call in the 


charity doctor; but your servant is a 
son of the cobbler in our court, and 
he has told all the neighbors that you 
were so kind-heaited.

be helped. I was human, and surely 
knew what was due to humanity.

I looked around the room for a seat. 


A poor chair, a rough box, an olc

An hour of torture passed. 
The 


medicine did no good; little Mary 
could not swallow it. 
Neither did it 


avail when, with trembling heart, but 
a steady hand, I used the knife on the 
lender, helpless throat. 
The little 


golden-haired girl died—died before 
my eyes on the lap of her stricken 
mother. 


The Toman looked up as if startled 


when a tear fell on to her hand, for 
she had not wept, 
"You are crying, 


Doctor? 
Oh you must not do that. 


Yon will have to stand by so many 
nek beds where God sends no relief," 


She looked earnestly at the little 
body. •'! loved her BO. 1 did every, 
thing for her that I could, being so 
poor. 
When I came home from my 


dirty work I always found her BO 
pretty, BO loving. 
For hours *he 


would lie on the bed or Bit on the 
floor and play with almost nothing, 
and then ehe would laugh for joy 
when I came home. 
God has taken 


her; He loved her better than I—but 
oh, how lonely it will be for me!" 


I pressed the poor woman's hand; 


I could not speak, but I laid some 
money on the table and went out 
softly. Once at home, I laid my case 
of instruments away, and sat down 
overwhelmed. I could eat no supper; 
I went to bed and hoped to sleep, but 
the picture of a dismal attic room, ol 
a dead child, and a humble, devout 
woman would not let me rest, any 
more than the torturing recollection 
of my own part in that scene- 


Early the next morning an old col- 


lege friend came to see me as he was 
passing through the city. He dragged 
me through the crowded streets, to the 
museums, to all sorts of restaurants, and 
complained of my lack of spirits. I 
pleaded a headache, and so escaped 
going to see a popular play at the 
theater. Tired and exhausted, I went 
at last alone to my room. As I passed 
a florist's brilliantly ligthed windows, 
I stepped in and bought a costly white 
camellia and some fragrant violets. 


I climbed the five flights to tin- 


home of the poor woman. I found 
the attic room unlocked. It was dim- 
ly lighted; a small coffin stood in the 
middle of the bare room, and the child 
lay there in a white ehroud.

edge and my faithful efforts would not 
avail, when I must stand, as on the 
day before, helpless to aid. 


In the early morning I awaited the 


little coffin at the door of the house. 
A man bore it before him, and the 
mother followed in her poor black 
gown.

The inventor believes that within a 
year, if he can raise the necessary capi- 
tal to build a machine on a large 
enough scale, he will be able to fly 
above the Kaiser's palace in Berlin.

PECAN* CAXDY. 


'lake one pound of light brown sugar. 


The genuine rich brown sugar, which 
is the unrefined product oE the cane, 
can no longer be found for sale in the 
market, though a small quantity of 
this sugar is still prepared on some 
Southern plantations, and occasionally 
a little is forwarded to Northern cus- 
tomers or to friends. This sugar makea 
the most delicious "pralines." The 
light sugar of our market, however, is 
a "fairly good substitute for it. Add 
two-thirds of a cupful of boiling water 
and two even tablespoonfuls of sweet, 
saltless butter to a pound of the sugar.

When 
it has reached' the "ball" or soft, 
creamy condition, remove it from the 
fire and pour in a cup of nice pecan 
kernals. Pour the candy out into 
very thin sheets on buttered tins, and 
when it is partly cooled crease it with 
a knife into candles about two inches 
square. Break the sheet into separate 
candies when it is cold. 


Another way is to take out the candy 


by the teaspoonful as Boon as the 
syrup has cooled for about two minutes.

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THE FATAL EARTHQUAKES 


That Recently Vlnltocl tho Islands o 


the Leeward Group. 


New York, May 12.—The Journal to 


day publishes the following: Earth 
quakos are shaking the islands o 
Guadelope and Montscrrat, of the Lee 
ward group in the West Indies. The 
cable a few days ago reported that a 
number of persons had been killed at 
Guadelope. Details were supplied by 
the Quebec liner Madiana, which, ar 
rived here yesterday from the Leeward 
Island ports. 


When the steamer reached Antigua, 


40 miles from Guadelope, on May 
every one in port was discussing the 
ehocks. The heaviest had occurred two 
days before, when 50 colored people 
had been killed outright by being bur- 
led in the ruins of their houses. In a 
brick church a congregation of 200 peo- 
ple were caught by the collapse of the 
walls and 50 crushed to death. Those 
In the streets saw the houses sway 
back and forth and the walls of the 
brick structure crack. The report also 
said that 25 or 30 people had lost their 
lives at Point-a-Pitre. Twelve brick 
nouses In Gaudelope had been demolish- 
ed and scores of others cracked and 
seamed by the shocks. 


Prom Antigua the Madiana steamed 


to Montserrat, arriving there on May 
2. There, too, a state of terror existed 
The Island was rocked like a boat at 
Sea on April 30. Six houses were de- 
stroyed, but no lives lost. This island 
before the earthquake, had not been 
noted for the piety of its people, but 
while the Madiana was in that port 
meetings were held at short Intervals 
in all of the churches, which were 
crowded with worshippers. The in- 
habitants firmly believed that it was 
on account of their iniquities that they 
had been visited by earthquake shocks, 
and that if they did not turn they 
would all be utterly destroyed.

THE FATAL EARTHQUAKES 


T hat Koeontly Vlsltoil tho Islaiids o f 
tfto Leeward Group. 


New York, Mfty 12.—The Journal to­ 
day publishes the following! 
Earth- 
quakns are 
shaking 
the 
islands of 
Guadelope and Montserrat, of the Lee­ 
ward group in the W est Indies. The 
cable a few days ago reported that a 
number of persons had been killed at 
Guadelope. Details were supplied by 
the Quebec liner Madiana, which ar­ 
rived here yesterday from the Leeward 
Island ports. 


When the steamer reached Antigua, 
40 miles from Guadelope, on May J* 
dvory one in port was discussing the 
fehocks. The heaviest had occurred two 
days before, when GO colored people 
had been killed outright by being bur­ 
ied in the ruins of their houses. In a 
brick church a congregation of 200 peo­ 
ple were caught by the collapse of the 
Walls and 50 crushed to death. Those 
in the streets saw the houses sway 
back and forth and the walls of the 
brick structure crack. The report also 
«aid that 25 or 30 people had lost their 
lives at Point-a-Pitre. Twelve brick 
houses in Gaudelope had been demolish­ 
ed and scores of others cracked and 
•earned by the shocks. 


From Antigua the Madiana steamed 
to Montserrat, arriving there on May 
2. There, too, a state of terror existed. 
The island was rocked like a boat at 
fiea on April 80* Six houses were de­ 
stroyed, but no lives lost. This island, 
before the earthquake, had not been 
noted for the piety of its people, but 
while the Madiana was in that port 
meetings were held at short Intervals 
in all of 
the 
churches, which were 
crowded 
with 
worshippers. 
The In­ 
habitants firmly believed that it was 
on account of their iniquities that they 
had been visited by earthquake shocks, 
and that if they did not turn they 
would all be utterly destroyed.

diplomatic 
pourparlers have been brouerht to a 
definite conclusion. 
Gi'eece has 
for- 
mally adhered to tho preliminavios of 
peace as agreed upon between the pow- 
ers, and the hoads of the different le- 
gations Iiave received positive assur- 
ances, investing them with authority 
to treat with Turkey. The negotiations 
at Athens are regarded as concluded. 


Greece having 
accepted 
mediation, 
tho ambassadors of tlie powers at Con- 
stantinoi^le have been instructed 
to 
approach the Turkish government with 
the view of ascertaining upon what 
conditions Turkey will agree to de- 
clare peace. 


Baron Von Plessen, tho German min- 
ister, received instructions 
yesterday 
to join the other ministers here in me- 
diating between Turkey and Greece, 
and M. Onou, tho Russian minister, 
presented to the Greek ministry the 
note of the powers, which was as fol- 
lows: 


"The 
representatives 
of 
France, 
Italy, Great 
l3rltain, 
Germany 
and 
Austria charge M. Onou, the represen- 
tative of Russia and the doyen of the 
diplomatic corps, to declare in the name 
of their respective governments that 
the powers are ready to offer mediation 
with the view to obtain an armistice 
and smooth the difRcultles actually ex- 
isting between Greece and Turkey, on 
condition that 
tho Hellenic 
govern- 
ment declares that it will proceed to 
recall its troops from Crete, adhere for- 
mally to autonomy for Crete, and ac- 
cept unreservedly the counsels which 
the powers may give in the interests of 
peace," 


The reply of the Greek government 
was as follows: 


"The royal government, in taking the 
note and declaration of the Russian 
representative, acting in the name of 
the ministers of the powei*s, declares 
that it will proceed to recall the royal 
troops from Crete, adheres formally to 
autonomy for Crete and confides the 
Interests of Greece to the hands of the 
powers," 


As soon as the reply of Greece to the 
note of the powers was handed to the 
representatives of the powers the lat- 
ter telegraphed the Greek decision to 
the representatives of the powers at 
Constantinople, with the request that 
they obtain an armistice with the view 
of arranging for permanent peace. 


There Is a sense of relief in Athens 
at the prospect of an immediate end to 
the calamitous war. There is no ex- 
citement and no popular demonstra- 
tion is anticipated. The government 
has notified the Greek army of the me- 
diation of the powers. 


A dispatch from Cf^nea announces 
that the Greek troops are already leav- 
ing Crete on board three Greek steam- 
ers.

New York. May 10.—The Mallory line 
steamer I^eona, which left her pier on 
Saturday, bound for Galveston, took 
fire at sea, put back, and arrived in 
port last niglit 
with 13 corpses 
on 
board. The dead were 10 steerage pas- 
sengers and 
three rnt^mbers of 
the 
crew, v/ho succumbed to a terrible fire 
which occurred off the Delaware capes 
at an early hour yesterday morning. 
Those who are dead were penned up 
below decks, and although frantic ef- 
forts were made by the officers of the 
vessel to save them tho fire had gained 
such terrific headway before the dan- 
ger was discovered that all escape was 
cut off. 


Captain "Wilder was 
in 
command, 
with First Mate Wallace and Second 
Mate Sweeney assisting. The chief on- 
gineer was Taylor, with three assist- 
ants, and a crew of 75 men, includiuii 
firemen and deckhands. 


The steamer carried in her 
cargo 
many bales of cotton. It is not certain 
how the fire originatL'd. but when it 
was discovered it burat forth 
with 
such fury that it was impossible to 
reach the-steei^age until too late to save 
life. 


There was no oxcitorhiint among the 
saloon passengers.

The Tli^ii JLI^'Jithouses. 


Lieutenant John M. Ellicott, U. S. 
N., writes for St. Nicholas, a paper on 
lighthouses, entitled: 
" I h e JLighta 
That Guide in the Night." Lieutenant 
Ellicott says: 


When ships are sailing upon the 
ocean the lights of heaven are their 
guides. 
Even in tho dark ages, when 
the compass and sextant were un- 
known instruments, the seemingly mo- 
tionless polo star hung like a beacon 
light in the northern heavens, and the 
rising and setting of the sun and stars 
distinguished the east from the west. 
When, however, ships come near the 
land the lights of heaven ore not suiìì- 
cient safely to guide them. 
Rocks lie 
in their i}aths unseen in the night; 
reefs and shoals spread under the 
water ; while unsuspected 
currents 
sweep the frail craft all blindly upon 
these dangers. 


Nevertheless, ships were sailed along 
dangerous coasts for centuries before 
a plain system of marking dangerous 
places was invented. 
The early ma- 
riners were bold and reckless rovers, 
more than half pirates, who seldom 
owned a rood of the coasts along which 
they sailed, and could not have estab- 
lished lights and landmarks on them 
had they carett to do so. The rudo be- 
ginning, then, of a system of light- 
houses was when tho merchants with 
whom the reckless mariners traded in 
those dark ages built beacons near tho 
harbor mouths to guide the ships into 
port by day, and lighted fires for their 
guidance at night. 
As such a harbor- 
guide had to bo a sure landmark in tho 
daytime and a light by night, it soon 
took on a settled shapo—a tower on 
which could bo built a fire; and such 
a tower was usually built of stone. 


This method of guiding ships into 
tho ports which they 
sought was 
scarcely established 
before

The late Alvin Clark, of Cambridge- 
port, Mass., discovered in 1862 that 
the star Sirius had a far less brilliant 
companion. 
Continued 
observation 
for nearly thirty years proved that 
this second body revolved around the 
first one in an elliptical orbit, at a 
distance nearly as great as the planet 
Neptune from the sun. 
But in 1890 
the companion disappeared from view, 
having reached a point in its track so 
nearly in line with Sirius that its faint 
light was overwhelmed by the dazzling 
effulgence of the dog star. 
During 
the last six years it has traveled far 
enough to become visible once more.

Take one pound of light brown sugar, 
rhe genuine rich brown sugar, which 
IS the unretined product of the cane, 
can no longer be found for sale in th^» 
market, though a small quantity of 
this sugar is still prepared on souio 
Southern plantations, and occasionally 
a little is forwarded to Northern cus- 
tomers or to friends. This sugar makoti 
the most delicious ''pralines." 
light sugar of our market, however, is 
a l a i r l y good substitute for it.

two-thirds of a cupful of boiling wat^r 
and two even tablespoonfuls of sweet, 
aaltless butter to a pound of the sugar.

pinch of cream of tartar, and let tht3 
syrup boil without stirring again] un- 
til a d r o p of it will make a soft ball 
when rolled between the fingers. 


Wet the fingers in ice water before 
testing the syrup. 
When the drop is 
still soft, but does not stick, the can-ly 
is ready. 
If it is hard, so that the 
drop cracks when bitten, it has boiliMl 
too long, and in that case add a table- 
spoonful of water and let the syrup 
boil an instant. 
Do not stir it, how- 
ever, but merely test it again.

creamy condition, remove it from tho 
fire and pour in a cup of nice pecan 
kernals.

when it is partly cooled crease it with 
a knife into candles about two inches 
square.

THE FATAL EARTHQUAKES 


T h a t noeontly VJsKofl tho Islands of 
tho Locward Group, 
N^w York» Mfiy 12.—The Journal to- 
day publishes the following: 
Earth- 
quakos are shaking; the islands of 
Guadelope and Montsorrat» of the Lee- 
ward group in the West Indies. The 
cable a few days ago reported that a 
number of persons had been killed at 
Guadelope. 
Details wore supplied by 
the Quebec liner Madiana, which a r - 
Hved here yesterday from the Leeward 
Island ports. 


When the steamer reached Antigua. 
40 miles from Guadelope, on May X 
ùvovy one In port was discussing the 
Bhocks. The heaviest had occurred two 
days before, when GO colored people 
had been killed outright by being bur- 
led In the ruins of their houses. In a 
brick church a congregation of 200 peo- 
ple were caught by the collapse of the 
Walls and 50 crushed to death. 
Those 
In the streets saw the houses sway 
back and forth and the walls of the 
brick structure crack. 
The report also 
said that 25 or 80 people had lost their 
lives at Point-a-Pltre. 
Twelve brick 
nouses In Gaudelope had been demolish- 
ed and scores of others cracked and 
«earned by the shocks, 


From Antigua the Madiana steamed 
to Montserrat, arriving there on May 
2. There, too. a state of terror existed. 
The island was rocked like a boat at 
fiea on April 30. Six houses were de- 
stroyed, but no lives lost. This Island, 
before the earthquake, had not been 
noted for the piety of its people, but 
while the Madiana was In that port 
meetings were held at short intervals 
in all of the churches, which were 
crowded 
with 
worshippers. 
The In- 
habitants firmly believed that it was 
on account of their Iniquities that they 
had been visited by earthquake shocks, 
and that if they did not turn 
they 
would all be utterly destroyed.
